2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1. Document DE 197 31 643 A (Dl) discloses (see 

column 1, line 54, to column 2, line 25, figure 
1) : 

an internal combustion engine having an injection 
system (1) in the form of a high-pressure storage 
system, wherein at least one high-pressure pump 
(2) is connected by a high-pressure supply line 
(25) to a tubular high-pressure storage unit (3, 
4) having connecting pieces to which high-pressure 
lines (5-12) are connected which in a valve- 
controlled manner establish flow connections to 
injection valves which are inserted into the 
cylinder head of the internal combustion engine 
and protrude from the cylinders, the pistons and 
the working chambers formed by the cylinder head, 
wherein the connecting pieces are offset laterally 
relative to the corresponding injection valves (1- 
20) and the absolute extent of the offset is the 
same for all the injection valves (13-20) of a row 
of cylinders of the internal combustion engine.

Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 is not 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

In addition, the subject matter of claim 1 is also 
disclosed in document EP 1 249 599 A (D2), (see 
lines [0013-0042], figure 1). 

2. Dependent claims 2 to 10 appear to contain no 
additional features satisfying the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step, 
because the subject matter of claims 2, 3 and 4 is 
disclosed in document Dl (see column 1, line 54, 
to column 2, line 25, figure 1) and D2 (see lines 
[0013-0042], figure 1), the subject matter of 
claims 8 and 9 is disclosed in document D2 and 
document EP 1 101 931 A (D3) , (see lines [0013- 
0031], figures 1, la) and the features of claims 
5, 6, 7 and 10 can be considered a routine design 
measure in the art,

does not cite documents Dl and D2 or indicate the 
relevant prior art disclosed therein. 
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
